University of Toronto from December 27-31. 

Four days of concentrated panel discussions and plenary 
session were culminated by the election of a new slate of officers. 
Maurice Sauve, University of Montreal law student, was chosen 
President of the NFCUS in place of William MacVean, retiring 
President. 

•Donald Seldon, McMaster* 
University Alumni Activities di- 
rector was named permanent 
secretary-Treasurer in place of 
Mr. E. A. MacDonald of the 
University of Toronto, who ten- 
dered his resignation at the 
opening session. 

• Dr. N. A. M. MacKenzIe, Presi- 
dent of the University of British 
Columbia, will be Invited to accept 
the position of Honorary President, 
it was decided. 

Regional, vice-presidents elected 
by the. conference were: K. J. Ar- 
nott, McMaster; George Robinson, 
Mt. Allison; Jean-Francois Pel- 
letier, Laval; and a University of 
Saskatchewan representative, un- 
named as yet. 

The conference was divided into 
four panels;. Cultural Exchange, 
Student Services," Public Relations, 
and; Finance and .Constitutor A 
final plenary, session on Monday, 
Dec. .31 heard, amended, and adopt- 
ed~thc panel' reports. 

Final draft of . the..cultural ex- 
change panel showed the confer- 
ence to be In favor ot NFCUS par- 
ticipation In .international' organiza- 
tions,- and a committee was set iip 
at the -University -of Montreal to 
correlate" m e m b e r Universities' 
opinions regarding affiliation with 
the International Union of Students. 
Guarantee of co-operation in the 
work of the International Students' 
Service was also affirmed, and re- 
commendations were formulated to 
the various universities' local com- 
mittees to "support the I.S.S. In its 
work. McGill University was charg- 
ed with the duty of investigating 
and drawing up a list of all scholar- 
ships, available to Canadian Univer- 
sity .students, while the University 
of Toronto wlli investigate the 
problem of exchange scholarships. 

Other decisions include an Invi- 
tation, to the Canadian University 
Press to re-affiliate with the 
NFCUS, and the provision for a 
letter to be. forwarded to the 
Prague Executive Secretary of the 
I.U.S., advising the latter organiza- 
tion that the NFCUS has not as 
yet -any official representation on 
that body! 

Student employment received in- 
tensive discussion at the confer- 
ence. The establishment, of student 
employment bureaus on all cam 
puses waa urged, and the' sugges-

Final NCVS Report 
Emphasizes Loans 



Representatives from student vet- 
eran societies across Canada con- 
vened in the Mc Gill Union Decem- 
ber 27-28 for the second National 
Conference of Student Veterans. 

The conference .opened with ad- 
dresses by Major General C. B. 
Price, Dominion President of the 
Canadian Legion, and Mr. H. W. 
Jamleson, superintendent of Uni- 
versity Training for the Department 
of Veterans Affairs. The latter told 
the 70 odd delegates from univer- 
sities and training schools from 
coast to coast that the present pol- 
icy of the government did not for- 
«e« any raise In grants or allow- 
ances. He added that the expendi- 
ture for 1946 would total over $45 
million, and that the peak was not 
expected until May, 1948, when the 
44,000 student veterans would be 
fully enrolled in universities and 
colleges. 

. Major . General Price brought a 
more encouraging note to the con- 
vention, saying that the Legion 
the conference full cup- 



port, anad that there was no reason 
not to have higher hopes for the 
future. The Legion at the present 
time is concentrating on the rais- 
ing of pensions for disabled vets 
and their dependents or widows. 

Friday afternoon saw the most 
dramatic Incident of the conference 
with the resignation of Len Starkey, 
first president of the National Con 
ference, after a vote of non-confi 
dence in him because of his political 
associations. He was, however, 
granted Immediate recognition for 
the work done In setting up the 
original conference, and was asked 
to remain as a delegate for the rest 
of the convention. 

Saturday the members split them 
selves Into various panels on hous- 
ing, employment and finances, and 
In the afternoon nominated the 
positions on the National Council. 
- Final defeat of efforts to approach 
the Federal Government on a basis 
of direct appeals for specific finan 
cial Increases in living grants was

Student Socialist Groups Hold 
Meeting; Form National Body 



The establishment of a more 
efficient wire service was one of 
the main things accomplished at the 
annual conference of the Canadian 
University Press, held this year at 
Toronto from Dec. 21 to 23. The 
system Inaugurated last year, In 
which three bureaus situated in 
Toronto, Montreal and Winnipeg, 
transmit major news to CUP news- 
papers In their regions, was modi- 
fled to work with maximum- effici- 
ency and a minimum of cost. 

The Western Gazette, student 
newspaper, at the University of 
Western Ontario, was elected presi- 
dent and secretary of CUP to re- 
place the Ubyssey, publication at 
the University of British Colum- 
bia, anad will work in co-operation 
with the present executive until 
the end of the session. Runner-up 
in the election was The Manitoban, 
which will handle Canadian Cam- 
pus next year, taking over for The 
McGill Daily. 

Al Tunis, Chief Staff Writer in 
news on The Dally, was authorized 
by the conference to cover the 
NFCUS conference in Toronto for 
CUP and The McGill Dally was 
appointed to cover the National 
Veterans' Conference in Montreal. 

Issues to be presented to the 
judges for the Bracken Trophy 
award will be chosen in future 
contests at random by the judges. 
To date, newspapers which were 
members of CUP, chose their best 
issues to be judged. 

The Carabin, bimonthly paper of 
Laval University, has been ad- 
mitted to the CUP. At the same 
session. The Silhouette, weekly 
paper of McMaster University, and 
The Carleton, undergraduate news 
paper of Carleton college, were 
admitted as full members. 



Formation of the Co-operative 
Commonwealth University Feder- 
ation (CCUF) took place in Tor- 
onto during the last three days of 
1940 at a conference of students 
from various campus socialist 
groups. 

Designed to support, the CCF; the 
new organization which is inde- 
pendent, plans to encourage stud- 
ents to take part In active work in 
the CCF. 

Two McGill students, John A. 
Macdonald and Peter Scott, were 
elected president and secretary- 
treasurer respectively of the nat- 
ional organization. Jon Wolfe, also 
a McGill student, was another 
delegate. 

Issuing a declaration of its aims, 
the convention stressed that "the 
free Interplay of opposing ideas is 
the only means of producing dyn- 
amic and effective opinions." This 
Varsity Declaration, as it is called, 
urged "all university students to 
grapple with and act upon the 
Issues of the day", and further ex- 
pressed the belief that "it is both 



inevitable and desirable that stud- 
ents form themselves into political 
groups corresponding to the exist- 
ing parties in the community." 

"Apathy is the enemy of progress, 
and of democracy, itself", the de- 
claration went on. "This is the con- 
viction which brought the CCUF 
Into existence. Together with all 
other students we arc determined 
to build a better world and to 
establish a new era of cooperation 
through democratic means." 

Among the resolutions passed by 
the convention was one condemning 
"the action taken on some campuses 
to restrict and In some Instances 
to ban the formation of political 
clubs". Another resolution called 
for more "adequate" DVA educa- 
tional grants, and for an extension 
of the principle of federal grants- 
in-aid for higher education. 

Among the Universities repre- 
sented at the conference were: Al- 
berta, Saskatchewan, McMaster, 
Toronto, Queen's, and Dalhousie. 
The University of Toronto club was 
chosen to direct research for the 
CCUF on a national scale.

Statements on Amateurism 
Included in Interim Report 

By NORM WOLFE . 

An Interim Report submitted to Principal James by the Com- 
mittee on Football appointed by him last November recommend! 
that the next McGill football coach be employed on a full-tim* 
basis. Other remarks regarding the Redmen's future grid mentor 
include recommendations that the football pilot be a Canadian 
"with experience in the United States", and have ability to coach 
in more than one sport. 

These resolutions regarding a football coach formed tht 
second half of the report, the result of three meetings held over 
a period of two months by the "Football Probe Committee", 
as the nine man group has been nicknamed. . 

+ ENDORSES CIAU POLICY. 
Two statements of policy on 
intercollegiate athletics in gen- 
eral and amateurism in particul- 
ar were endorsed by the com- 
mittee. The first, an idealistic 
pronouncement on amateurism, 
was formulated by the Cana- 
dian Intercollegiate Athletic! 
Union Board of Reference last 
autumn. It reiterates oft-men- 
tioned phrases regarding sport 
as an avocation, and pleads for 
the abolishment of athletio 
scholarships, proselytizing 
scouting, and subsidization. 

The other statement endorsed bf 
the committee was one Issued by, 
the University of Western Ontario 
in regard to the Board of Referen- 
ce's adopted policy. It defends tht 
right of the individual college to 
award scholarships as it sees fit, 
and agrees to abide by the ruling! 
ot the Board of Reference regard- 
ing eligibility.

The Committee on Football, ap- 
pointed by you on November 37, 
1940, has held three meetings, De- 
cember 11, December 18 and De- 
cember 23, 1946, and has asked mt 
to submit to you this Interim Re- 
port. 

Unanimous agreement has beta 
reached upon certain principles, 
and these are being submitted here- 
with in the nature of recommenda- 
tions.

Filling the financial gap between 
the DVA cheques and Infinity, 
UniVet Enterprises Association, the 
student veteran part-time, holiday 
and summer employment burean 
enters the new year with renewed 
determination to find well-paid 
jobs for spare hours. 

After an air "bombardment" of 
Montreal with 25,000 leaflets and a 
newspaper publicity campaign in 
October, UniVet has now infiltrated 
Into the Montreal streetcar net- 
work with display cards in 400 
can. Future plans include an ad 
vertising "assault" on St Catherine 
Street, an extensive mail and per- 
sonal contact campaign for summer 
jobs. 

UniVet jobs are averaging 75 
cents an hour with specialized 
ability receiving from $1.00 to $2.00 
an hour. UniVet headquarters are 
now located in the COTC office on 
the third floor of the Sir Arthur 
Curric Gymnasium.

Ottawa, Canada has served noticf 
on other United Nations, wit* 
special emphasis on Great Britain 
and U.S.A., that on the first of 
July next the duty rates on good* 
coming from Britain will be re- 
stored to the British preference 
basis.

Owing to the limited seating 
capacity of Moyse Hall, admission will be by ticket. 

The Canadian Tour of this accomplished company

London actors showed great interest in coming to 
Canada on tour, while the British Council, a branch 
of the British Government, whose functions include 
the sponsoring and supervising of the export of the 
best British Art In all forms, were so pleased with 
their first venture — The Old Vic Company's visit 
to New York — that they were prompted to send Mr. 
Gielgud with his famous Repertory Company. , 

Mr. Gielgud has been a professional actor for 
25 years, and he has received world-wide renown 
for his excellent performance in everything from 
Shakesperlan tragedy to Restoration comedy. His 
first personcl success In London was In the produc- 
tion of "The Constant Nymph" as Lewis Dood, the 
composer. In 1920 he joined the Old Vlc Company 
and played such outstanding Shakesperlan roles as 
Macbeth, Richard II, Anthony, and King Lear. It 
was In 1030 that he appeared for the first time as 
John Worthing In Oscar Wilde's "The Importance 
of Being Earnest". Hla success in Wilde's comedy 
brought a command performance last April from 
their Majesties. During 1945 John Gielgud flew to 
India, at the request of the British Government, 
along with his company and scenery, and played 
there for several months in his production of Hamlet 
as well as "Blithe Spirit". At present he is appear- 
ing in the dramatization of Dostoevsky's "Crime and 
Punishment" at the Globe Theatre in London. 

Critics have said that "The Importance of Being 
Earnest" is the best English play written since 1700. 
Wilde has a genius for dandified wit, and after the 
first performance Its brilliant dialogue and witty 
epigrams were soon being quoted all over the civil- 
ized world. It has been translated into nearly every 
language and has been produced many times In 
Germany, Russia, France, and other European count- 
tries, where Wilde's popularity is second only to 
Shakespeare. 

Mr. Gielgud. will have an excellent cast for his 
Tour. Pamela Brown who gave a sensational per- 
formance as Lady Macbeth with The Old Vlc Com- 
pany and is at present playing the lead opposite

Record Audience 
Hears Brailowsky 

Two rows of chairs had to bo 
placed In the pit at Alexander 
Brollowsky's recital, last December 
19. Still the audience crowded into 
His Majesty's Theatre, and there 
were a number of people standing 
at the back throughout the mag- 
nificent recital. 

The program featured the works 
of Chopin exclusively. Mr. Bral- 
lowsky'a devotion to the works of 
the Polish composer Is well known, 
and so in his interpretation of the 
composer. Throughout, the Rus 
sian pianist played with little emo 
tlon, but with enormous power, 
vigour, and with a hard passion 
that showed Chopin as an epic 
composer. This interpretation can 
be challenged; Chopin's music has 
been described as "unsurpassed for 
Its poetry, polish, and idiomatic 
manner; played with a delicacy 
and poetic fervor . . ." 

But while an interpretation is 
consistent throughout, it can only 
be admired and praised. Perhaps 
It is not only Chopin that we hear, 
but also Mr. Brailowsky. And the 
fusion of the two produces such 
tremendous cresendos, such ell 
maxes of cold, pure music, that 
every lover of music must admire 
the playing and acknowledge Mr. 
Brailowsky as one of the great 
pianists of our century. 

The playing of the Sonata in B 
Minor, was, perhaps, the outstand 
ing performance of the recital A 
16nger piece shows more of the 
composer's purpose and the plan 
Ist's Interpretation.

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Excellent Picture 
Of French Maquis 

An excellent and very exciting 
story of the French Resistance is 
now showing at the Cinema de 
Paris: "Un Ami viendra ce soir", 
which features the beautiful and 
talented Madelelgne Sologne 
(L'Eternel retour), and the famous 
Michel Simon. The setting Is un- 
usual—an asylum for mental ill- 
nesses. Obviously some of the pat- 
ients are Maquisards In hiding. Tho 
atmosphere is full of tension. There 
should be spies somewhere In the 
asylum, but no one knows who Is 
sane and who Is not. who is work- 
ing for France or for the Germans. 

With the arrival of the Germans 
In the village, begins the hunt for 
the "Commandant Gerard" of the 
Maquis. The brutality of the Ger- 
mans is well portrayed— It adds to 
the horror and to the tension of the 
picture. 

What is notable in this film, is 
that, in spite of a thrilling plot, of 
tension and melodrama, there is 
still the French emphasis of char- 
acter and human values. The 
French still have time to portray a 
philosophic and deeply moving 
character, an old man whose mind 
wavers between sanity and mad- 
ness. Michel Simon gives a superb 
performance. 

He Is the old man who has found- 
ed a republic of birds, Insects, flow- 
ers, and only one human being, 
himself. It Is a "monde des Inno- 
cents", a republic of good. At the 
end of the picture another person 
is admitted to the republic . . . 
but we will not reveal the plot 
See this picture from the beginning 
and listen carefully; every word 
counts. — LP. 



Colourful Program 
At Little Symphony 

A very unusual and Interesting 
programme was offered the Little 
Symphony subscribers on January 
7, when the string orchestra, under 
the direction of Bernard Naylor, 
presented four works by modern 
English composers. These were the 
St. Paul's Suite by Hoist, Concer- 
tino Pastorale by Ireland, Air et 
Danse by Dellus, and Variations on 
a Theme of Frank Bridge by Brit- 
ten. 

By far the most satisfactory of 
the selections was Benjamin Brit- 
ten's brilliant set of variations. In 
this composition, satirical for the 
most part, the rather nebulous 
opening theme is tortured Into all 
manner of Improbable forms. 
There was an adagio, a stiff and 
discordant march, a romance In the 
form of an Ironical French waltz, a 
most satirical Aria Itallana with 
Its barrel organ repetitions pizzicato, 
and galloping finale, a Bouree 
Classique, a burlesque Wiener 
Waltz calculated to make Herr 
Strauss revolve in his grave and a 
breathless Moto Perpetuo. The cli- 
max of the series was a moving 
and melodious funeral march. Even 
In this, however, a mournful re- 
curring phrase in the bas ssupplled 
a touch of irony. Tho variations 
ended with a wel?d and wonder- 
ful fugue and a finale. These were 
all played with appropriate skill 
and enthusiasm.

Librarian and Director of 
the Department of Advanced Stud- 
ies at the Jewish Institute of Reli- 
gion in New York from 1927-30. 
Since 1930 Professor Baron occupies 
the chair of Jewish History, Liter- 
ature and Institutions on the Miller 
Foundation at Columbia Univer- 
sity.

True Education Sure Path 
To Peace, Asserts James

Belief in education was funda- 
mental to the philosophy of the 
nineteenth century. Technical edu- 
cation was regarded as the basis of 
material progress, knowledge of 
world affairs as the avenue to world 
peace, and personal study as the 
path to greatness. ■ 

Today wc are less certain. The 
average standard of knowledge 
throughout the world is today high- 
er than it has ever been; more 
young people arc attending school 
and college, while the great pioneers 
of science have steadily expanded 
the frontiers of the human mind. 
Yet this generation has' experienced 
the savagery of two world wars 
and the bitterness of extreme de- 
pression. 

Peace, has not been attained by 
raising the school-learning age, nor 
by increasing the number of people 
at school and college. Prosperity 
docs not result from the expansion 
of man's scientific knowledge or 
the increase of his. technological 
skill. 

Yet it may well be that the opti- 
mism of our grandfathers is nearer 
to the truth than our own pessi- 
mism. Education is more than the 
inculcation of knowledge, and 
knowledge Itself Involves more 
than the ability to manipulate the 



material elements In our environ- 
ment Education is the process by 
which the human mind acquires 
wisdom and understanding, the 
ability to choose between right and 
wrong, the willingness to appreciate 
a viewpoint that is different from 
its own, the desire to escape from 
traditional prejudices and reach a 
basis of friendship with folk whose 
ways are strange. 

Education has not failed: no great 
country has ever been truly edu- 
cated in this sense. If we can add 
to our knowledge of the physical 
sciences a deeper understanding of 
the ways in which mankind lives 
and works and plays, we should 
open a new chapter in human un- 
derstanding. At this moment thpje 
is not too much education in Can- 
ada, but too little. The greatest 
single element in our post-war re- 
construction programme is evi- 
renced by the enlarged registration 
at Canadian universities and, if 
these men and women add to the 
maturity born of their experience 
in the armed forces a deeper knowl- 
edge of human welfare and the fac- 
tors that produce It, we may in the 
years to come find that education, 
true education in wisdom and un- 
derstanding, Is Indeed the surest 
path to peace.

justments, at its meeting, De- 
cember 5, 1946: 

1. The Board of Reference of the 
Canadian Intercollegiate Athletic 
Union recognizes that athletic com- 
petition in and between educational 
Institutions has a definite and pro- 
per place, in the broad scheme of 
education, that it may be a double- 
edged sword and that good organi- 
zation, wise leadership and a co- 
operative endeavour are essential if 
high standards are to be main- 
tained. 

2. The Board of Reference be- 
lieves that Intercollegiate competi- 
tion should be conducted on an 
amateur basis and that an amateur 
is one who. engages in a sport solely 
for the pleasure and the physical, 
mental and social benefits he de- 
rives therefrom, and has not re- 
ceived and is not now receiving 
remuneration from organized athle- 
tic competition, either directly or 
lndirectly,\and to whom sport is 
nothing more than an avocation. 

3. The spirit of amateurism car- 
ries with It more than this state- 
ment implies. Its stands for a high 
sense of honor, fair play and cour- 
tesy on the part of the participants, 
hosts, guests, officials and specta- 
tors. Its stoops to no petty techni- 
calities to twist or avoid the rules, 
or to take an unfair advantage of 
opponents. 

4. It Implies a recognition of the 
fact that well controlled athletic 
competition has a marked Influence 
in developing organic vigour, phy- 
sical fitness, intellectual efficiency, 
moral qualities and good social 
habits. 

5. The Board of Reference rec- 
ommends that all athletic scholar- 
ships should be abolished; that all 
scholarships should be awarded by 
the University Committee appoint- 
ed for that purpose, and that the 
members of the Union should un- 
dertake to refrain from all forms 
of proselytizing, scouting and sub- 
sidization. 

6. The Board of References urges 
all colleges and universities to con- 
tinue directing their activities to- 
ward the spirit and ideals of am- 
ateurism and sportsmanship, with 
a sincerity of purpose in' promoting 
Interest and participation by as 
many students as 'possible in the 
joy of effort and in the love of the 
game for the game's sake. A spirit 
of fair play, honesty and chivalry 
should be maintained in all com- 
petitions. 

- B. Endorsatlon of the following 
statement of policy Issued by the 
University' of Western Ontario, as 
amended by the Advisory Athletics 
Board on December 5th, 1946: 

.1. In this University, Physical 
Education, including competitive 
and non-competitive athletics, is 
considered an integral part of the 
student's educational programme. 

2. The acceptance or rejection of 
all applications 'for admission of 
students in the University is ex- 
clusively a function for the Senate 
of the University. 

3. The awarding of scholarships 
both on admission and thenceforth 
throughout the student's University 
career, is exclusively a function of 
the Senate of the University. 

4. This University Is adamant in 
its desire to support true amateur 
athletics and to further not only 
the working of the Canadian Inter- 
collegiate Athletic Union, but also 
the spirit of the Intercollegiate 
Amateur Athletic code, and will 
continuously work to bring these 
ends about by: 

(a) enlisting the support of the 
Secondary Schools authorities 
to encourage students attending 
Secondary Schools to play only 
on their school teams,' which 
teams should participate only 

' in lnterscholastic competition, 
and to discourage play with 
non-scholastic teams, particu- 
larly if any of the members of 
such teams are being rewarded 
for their efforts In a monetary 
manner of any description. 

(b) co-operating with school prin- 
cipals to become fully acquaint- 
ed with all the facts and con- 
ditions effecting any possible 



loss of amateur status on the 
part of such students as may be 
taking part in intercollegiate 
sports after acceptance by the 
University. 

(c) requiring that after September 
1947, any student who has prac 
ticed or played with a team in 
any sport which Is played as an 
intercollegiate competition, in 
the event that the team's ama- 
teur standing is questioned and 
is decided by the Board of 
Reference not to be fully ama- 
teur In the generally accepted 
sense of the term, shall not play 
In the same sport In Intercol- 
legiate competition during a 
period of twelve (12) months 
since his last appearance with 
that team, whether or not the 
individual's status is in ques- 
tion. 

(d) barring from intercollegiate 
competition In any sport any 
student who is barred under 
section (c) until student shall 
have established proof of his 
own amateur standing. 

5. Any student competing in in- 
tercollegiate competition who is 
employed in any paid position in 
the University, shall be required to 
secure the sanction of the C.I.A.U. 
representative. 

6. The C.I.A.U. shall have the 
right to appoint an independent 
auditor in order to make an analy- 
sis of receipts and expenditures In 
connection with intercollegiate 
athletics. 

C. It Is ESSENTIAL that the per* 
son who Is to become the football 
coach should: 

(1) Have high standards of ethics 
and sportsmanship. 

(2) Be able to take his place, in 
University life. 

(3) Be able to get along well with 
people. 

(4) Have teaching ability. 

(5) Have ability to coach more 
than one sport, or assist in the 
School of Physcal Education. 

(6) Be employed on a full-time 
basis. 

(7) Have assistants. 

Note: The question of whether he 
should be an outstanding coach or 
have been associated with an out- 
standing coach were left in abey- 
ance. 

D. It is DESIRABLE bpt NOT 
ESSENTIAL that the candidate 
should: 

(1) Have had playing and coach- 
ing experience. 

(2) Be a Canadian with exper- 
ience in the United States. , 

(3) Be professionally trained In 
Physical Education. 

(4) Be a University graduate. 

E. It was further agreed: 

(1) That the recommendation for 
appointment should be for one 
year subject to renewal. 

(2) That such a renewal should 
not be dependent upon winning 
a championship. 

(3) That no bonuses be paid for 
a winning team. 

4) That if -found desirable, the 
coach should participate In a sum 
mer school. 

F. This report presented to and 
approved by the Football Commit 
tee at Its meeting, December 23rd,

achieved late Sunday afternoon in 
a long session which terminated the 
three-day conference. In its place 
was substituted a variety of sug- 
gestions which will be taken to 
Ottawa in the form of a brief by 
the new National Council. 

Heading the new council is John 
Schlerbcck Macdonald College 
post-graduate student in horti- 
culture. Mr. Schlerbcck is a vet- 
eran of the Royal Canadian Navy, 
and was bom In Denmark. He act 
ed as chairman of the conference 
from Friday afternoon, replacing 
Len Starkcy, the past president 
Schierbeck. had served previously 
on the committee of rules and pro- 
cedure. Other elected members are 
Leo Mclntyre of Dalhousle. East- 
ern Canada representative; çiar.i 
Dean, Sir George Williams College, 
Joseph Tetart, Western U., and Ed 
mond Bernard of Laval, Central 
Canada representatives; Grant Li- 
vingstone, University of British 
Columbia, Western Canada repre- 
sentative; and George Swinton. Art 
Ass'n of Montreal, Vocational 
schools representative. 

Final day of the conference was 
marked by buslncss-ike conduct of 
elections and acceptance of reports 
from panels on Housing, Employ- 
ment and Vocational Training. The 
question of approaching the gov- 
ernment on the business of increas- 
ed grants, the most hotly discussed 
topic of the past year and of the 
conference, brought heated debate 
in the closing plenary session. 

The final amended report accept- 
ed after a close vote, lay the main 
stress on loans, and glossed over 
the question of direct increases in a 
general resolution requesting at- 
tention by the government to the 
extra financial stress placed on 
married vets. This followed the da- 
feat of a resolution asking a blan- 
ket $20 Increase for this group.
